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Continuation of 3. NOTE: It is noted that in the final rejection of 2/15/2006, claim 20 was clearly rejected in view of Lewis on the office 
action summary page and pages 4 and 5 of the action. Additionally, in the applicant's remarks (line 15 of page 8), applicant acknowledges 
the rejection of claim 20 in view of Lewis. Therefore, in the allowable subject matter section, on page 7, a typographical error clearly exists.
